Srr,—If the plan of “ A Mine Captain,” for extending education to the 
miners of Cornwall, should meet the eyes of the Goyernors of the late 
Traro Mining School, I am sure they must feel exceedingly gratified to 
find so able an advocate for the system they have already endeavoured to 
establish, but which the opposition from the mining interest induced them 
at last to relinqui 

I bave now me prospectuses, which were circulated through the 
county at various times as advertisements and circulars, besides being ad- 
vertised in your Journal, in which I find resolutions to the following effect: 

That the and teachers of existing schools be invited to place their schools in 
connection with the Truro School. 

That the masters of the Truro School should periodically examine the pupils of such 
schools ag*Were in connection with the Truro ; and that to each pupil, not under 
12 years of age, passing such examination 1/. should be awarded, and to the master 5s. 
for every pupil so passing ; while, as an additional encouragement, to the best qualified 
pupils (in the ratio of one pupil to each 100 pupils examined) an exhibition of the annual 
value of 15/. should be given, to be held during two years, to enable the pupil to prose- 
cute his studies at the Truro School for that time. 

That donors of 25/. should be entitled to nominate a pupil to the Central School on pay- 
ment of half the usual fee; for every like sum as many other pupils on the same terms. 

That young men engaged as practical miners be admitted at reduced fees. 

And in a a “ t re soliciting young men, 

icularly pupi who had passed their apprenticeships, to qua- 
Sit) thempeatan for tonshese in the mite! districts, and the wing ad- 
vantages were offered :—Each pupi his examination at the end of 
the first year to receive 20/.; and at the close of the second year certificates 
entitling the holders to 40/., 307., or 25/., according to merit. 

Lastly, the arrangements for the working of the Truro School allowed 
the pupils three months in every year for the practice of mining, besides 
the numerous visits to mines in the course of their studies. 

I think this fully establishes the fact that all which “A Mine Captain” 

assistance to existing schools, the encouragement to work- 
ing miners, the regular inspection of schools, the practice of mining, and 
the central school, irely coincide with the system adopted by the pro- 
moters of the late Truro Mining School, but which has been denounced as 
impracticable by the mining interest of the county, and rejected by the 
teachers ge’ ly in the mining districts, they preferring to continue their 
usual course of instruction.

THE COPPER STANDARD. 

Srr,—I regret having caused Mr. Rickard the slightest disappointment 
in any way; but conceiving that the rule { sent you was a rather closer ap- 
proximation to the truth than that given by him in his work, or than any 
other rule I had seen, induced me to give it. With regard to the “pinch” 
complained of, I am not aware of eat ae a to remove it, other than 
a general rule working always very c to the truth might do it. Hay- 
ing worked out my at a time when I had much to do with tributers’ 
accounts, I found it more correct at that time than any rule I could find 
published, or have seen published since; some of the best tables published 
agree with it, but no rule or tables can give in every instance the exact 
price paid by the smelters. If your correspondent can let enquirers into 
the smelters’ secrets, they will, of course, be ve Fug to give up all ap- 
proximate rules. But I presume that meanwhile the public are not to be 
deterred from i uiries, and endeavouring to arrive at correct con- 
clusions, from fear of furnishing the copper ore bayers with amusement. 

No doubt many of these enquiries furnish them with infinite amusement 
on many points, and I do not see the slightest objection to making them 
very merry until doomsday, if it should tend to induce them to let out some 
of their valuable secrets in kind return. We can readily understand that 
as the smelters’ first processes become more and more simplified, and less 
expensive, the tendency will be to render low-produce ore more valuable to 
them, and, consequently, create competition for that ore, so that 
any general rules and tables correct at one time may not be found so 
afew years later. This would bring such rules and tables to be in time too 
low for low-produce ore, and too high for the high. Some of my friends 
having just sent me long lists of produces and prices of ore sold at the dif- 
ferent sales in 1858, and the present year, I am now working them out to 
see if this is the case with that in question. 

Let nothing that I have said or written be construed as against Mr. 
Rickard’s ‘Miners’ Manual ;” it certainly reflects the highest honour on 
its author. In it he has brought down many difficult calculations and 
mathematical truths at once to the capacity of the non-scientific practical 
miner; it is, therefore, a work calculated to much benefit both miners and 
mining, and should be placed in every mine counting-house, and in the 
hands of all practical men.— Lostwithiei, Aug. 16.

COAL MINES INSPECTION ACT. 

Srr,—In the Journal of Aug. 6 you gave a resumé of the Government 
Inspectors’ reports for the year ending Deec., 1858. It is gratifying to find 
such a considerable improvement in the returns of fatal accidents, such im- 
provement, as per statement, being equal to 16} per cent. over 1857. See" 
ing this just after having read the reports for 1857, I am induced to offer 
a few remarks on the subject of mine inspection. Throughout almost the 
whole of the 1857 reports there scarcely appears an instance of a mine 
having been examined previously to some fatal accident having occurred, 
and one might almost be persuaded there was a wish to render carelessness 
or want of knowledge apparent in the managers particularly, and in some 
instances the owners.

Now, this appears to me to be too much like “ locking the stable door after } ' 


the horse has been stolen,”’ and I apprehend it is no part of the intention of 
the Act to make matters worse than they really are: LT opine the benefit to 
be derived from an Inspection Act is to be in the diminished amount of fu- 
tality attendant upon the working of coal mines. .This I am sure is not 
to be arrived at by endeavours to obtain convictions for manslaughter, or 
even murder, in cases of fatal accident. On the other hand, the modus 
operandi by which the Act may be rendered beneficial is by the Inspectors 
visiting the collieries in their districts occasionally, and advising, recom- 
mending, and consulting with the owners and managers of mines, both as 
to systematic and good working as well as to safe working, because I 
am quite certain, and I speak from my own knowledge, that to work a col- 
liery properly and systematically such colliery will be safely wrought, and 
no fatality will or can occur except those of a perfectly accidental descrip- 
tion. But what is the mode pursued by the Inspectors? No sooner does 
an accident occur than something which has caused the loss of one or more 
valuable lives is discovered (perhaps by the Inspector), which is entirely in- 
correct in principle, and the poor agent has his name and prospects blasted 
by a coroner’s verdict. 

Now, I contend this is the wrong end to begin at, inasmuch as if a col- 
liery is conducted upon erroneous principles, the Inspector ought to have 
known of it, and have warned the agent, and then I admit the propriety, 
in case of accident, of punishing the offender severely. Now, this is sel- 
dom or never the case I believe ; and why ? se the Inspectors can- 
not by any means do this, inasmuch as, on an average, I have no doubt 
there are three or four inquests for each district, and I believe the majority 
of the Inspectors make it a point of duty to attend all inquests they pos- 
sibly can, therefore this leaves them no time to examine collieries ; and I 
further believe that, were the Inspectors personally asked it they had visited 
collieries, except in cases of accident or complaints from workmen, it 
would be found that it was a case of great rarity. The only remedy for 
this evil is, of course, the employment of a greater number of Inspectors. 
This might be easily done. The most feasible mode would be as follows :— 
Supposing the average number of collieries in each (present) Inspector’s 
district to be 200 (I Telieve they are more), then let such Inspector have 
under him five sub-inspectors, and thus give each person forty collieries 
to see to; and I am sure he would have quite sufficient work to do it pro- 
perly. Then as to the payment of the Inspectors; this would be a good 
plan:—Let the 40 collieries pay 5/. per annum each, on an average, ac- 
cording to their extent, and, inasmuch as Inspectors, more properly 
speaking, are kept for the benefit of the workmen, let each workman sub- 
scribe (at the colliery office) one penny per week; and supposing the col- 
lieries (40) have on an average 30 miners (which is very low), this would 
produce 250/. per annum, and with the owner’s payment would be 450/. 
per annum. ‘The present Inspectors to be paid as they have hitherto been. 
‘The sub-inspectors’ salaries to be fixed at 400/. per annum, and the sur- 
plus, if any, to be given to mining schools and cultiene. 

By the above means we would have a much better inspection of our 
collieries —Ang. 18. ANONYMOUS. 


LEGITIMATE MINING—HOW TO SPECULATE. 

S1r,—From the various letters and statements that are from week to week 
addressed to you, I think the subject of mining is being fairly laid before 
the public. “J.R.P.’s” praise of the Carn Brea Mine was very flattering, 
aud no doubt showed truly what a good thing that concern has been, and 
still is; but suppose instead of Carn Brea we had read Clew Bay, I could 
have told another story—a story of disaster and ruin. I write this letter, 
therefore, to call attention to some very sensible remarks of Mr. E. Cooke. 
I do not know him personally; but he has, I think, hit the right nail on 
the head. After mentioning South Caradon, West Seton, Wheal Clifford, 
Wheal Basset, Wheal Mary Ann, *Wendron Consols, Wheal Trelawny, 
and Grambler and St. Aubyn, he says—‘ Great South Tolgus is also a good 
dividend stock: an investment in these mines could not {ail to give the 
greatest satisfaction to the investor. If means admitted, it would be wise 
to have an interest ineach. Adverse fluctuations may take place occa- 
sionally in some parts of the interest, bat improvements in the value of 
others, according to the ordinary rule, are constantly taking place to coun- 
terbalance them; and the old adage should be observed as far as practica- 
ble—‘ Never put too many eggs,’”’ &. He then goes on to refer to one 
or two of the progressive mines. 

Now, I believe it is because this old adage, which ought to be A 1 in 
mining speculation, is lost sight of that we hear so much of mining being 
ruin outright. An —7 case will prove at once my position. Suppose 
three men—A, B, and C—determine to invest in mines: A hears of some 
mine in the Progressive List, which is declared to be a splendid prize: we 
will suppose it is in 10,000 or 12,000 shares, on the Cost-book Principle; 
without making any enquiries into the state of its affairs, as to what works 
are being carried on, how long it will take to be remuncrative, &c., he goes 
at once and lays out 1000/. in it, but reserves nothing for future calls. 
When the call comes (and because he has all his money in one concern, 
the call must come to him all at once) he has to sell some of the shares to 
pay the call on the remainder. Now, just when a call is being made is we all 

now the worst time to sell, so A must sell at a discount; thus his 1000/. 
dwindles little by little, and he gives up mining in disgust, as (as he calls 
it) a piece of knavery altogether, whereas he has himself, and himselfonly, 
to blame. B acts just in a contrary way—he invests in the dividend mine 
which is paying the highest rate ot interest, without considering whether 
it is lead, copper, or tin, what the state of the standard is, whether the 
mine is fairly worked, how long these fine dividends may be likely to last, 
&c. For a timealliscouleurde rose. The first year he makes money at 
the rate of 35 or 40 per cent.; but suppose his mine be like Providence or 
St. Ives Consols, aseries of carbonas; or like Margaret, engaged in asquabble 
with a neighhour,—a panic comes, price may drop, and dividends be reduced 
or fail altogether, and B, fearing calls, sells out at an enormous discount, 
and proclaims to his friends that mining is all swindling, whereas it is him- 
self alone to blame, for his bad management. And now for C; he takes 
in the Mining Journal, Watson and Cuell’s, or some other broker’s, Min- 
ing Circular, Murchison’s ‘‘ Quarterly Review of the Progress of Mining,” 
Watson’s ditto, Hunt’s “‘ Mineral Statistics of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland,” for the last four or five years (an invaluable work), 
and Spargo’s Maps of the Mining Districts of Cornwall, geologically co- 
loured, or some such works. He now calculates from former returns of 
ores and dividends declared, or calls made, which mines, as a whole, he 
would choose to invest in, gets a recommendation to a respectable broker, 
and through him asks what is thought in the market of the mines put 
down on his list; some he will find cannot be procured, except at a great 
premium; he, therefore, thinks of others, if the premiums asked for his 
first favourites be too high. He then makes out his list, something as

It 
should be the centre of gudgeon and fore pins; and, if I understand the

C. Williams, the author, who, I dare say, thinks himself pretty weil supplied with all 
those good qualities, whatever others way think of him; but, being leas perspicacions 
than some persons, I do not see what he means by “ attested copies!” I wish Mr. C. 
Williams would be kind enough to explain what he means thereby to express. I have 
heard of and seen many times attested copies of deeds, affidavits, and other legal instru- 
ments, but never in my life did I hear of attested copies of lithographic maps ! 

I have not had the opportunity of seeing a copy of Mr. Williams’s map, therefore can- 
not pass any opinion, or form any, as to its quality; but a friend of mine from Lotidon, 
who subscribed for a copy, is very much dissatisfied with it; and a mine agent from 
the borders of the Tamar says the same ; but, for al! that, it may be generally approved.

WHEAL UNY, AND ITS COMMITTEE. 

Sim,—I should not have troubled you but for seeing a letter in last Saturday's Journal, 
written in answer to one which appeared on the 6th inst. Mr. Munt, the writer of the 
letter in reply, says—“ No such statement as your correspondent alleges was made at 
the meeting or elsewhere.” That Mr. Munt himself did make such a statement at the 
meeting held on the mine on April 27 last can be proved by the evidence of all who were 
present at the meeting. On the committee’s health being proposed, Mr. Munt, a member 
of the committee, rose, and among other things said—* But for the confidence they had 
in the management they should have jeft the mine two years ago.” This was said so 
distinctly that there could have been no mistake at all about it, and I am very much 
astonished that Mr. Munt should ever attempt to deny having said it. 

Mr. Munt says also in his letter that no advice of mine has ever been overruled by the 
committee except that of my leaving, and that the results now developing themselves 
will show if the agency of the mine has been improved; we know, he says, the cost is 
considerably reduced. With regard to the former part of this paregraph, I would beg to 
say that my advice has been overruled in numerous instances. It will take up too mach 
of your valuable space to name one-half of those instances, but I must beg to state two 
or three. The first is with regard to the driving of the 80 east and west of the engine- 
shaft. The shaft was sunk to the 80 when I took the management. I was for years 
urging the necessity of driving the 80, especially west, but could not get the committee's 
consent to do so. I have said again and again that the tin lode would never be proved to 
my satisfaction without a level being driven west to intersect the Great South Tolgus 
cross-cut, which runs through the western part of the mine. After a delay of some 
years they did consent to my driving west, and the result was my discovering a lode of 
tin worth 502. per fathom. it was just the same with regard to the 90: we had the 
shaft sunk to that level for months before I could get consent to drive it. The next in- 
stance I would name is respecting our drawing department. Nine months since I wanted 


position for drawing our tinstuff. I poluted out, in letters, the absolute necessity of 
making the alteration ; and that if it were done we could draw up more tin 

could save 61. per month at surface by the alteration : it would have cost about 1 Pp 
was going to set about it, bat I received orders not todo so. The last month I at 
the mine we left nearly 2 tons of tin broken, which could not be drawn for want of this 
shaft. These instances must suffice. I will not name the adverse influence brought 
against me with regard to driving levels on the copper lode, which I did not notice, be- 
cause if I had the lode would never have been proved. I would ask the committee what 
results are rapidly developing themselves now more than what I was doing?

At the new shaft I had nine men, they 
have but six ; in the 50, on the copper lode, a month or two before I left, I had ten men 
driving east and west, they lave but foar ; at the north shaft I had nine, now there are 
but six. And if they have Jess cost they have less work done, and important work too. 
The reason for this reduction is very evident,—the committee want to justify their con- 
duct towards me, and in order to show the shareholders that some improvement is taking 
place, they have reduced the number of persons employed. That this is bad policy will 
be admitted by all practical men. 

They talk about an imp at in the t and a reduction of the cost. I 
will just reter to what some items of cost were when I took the management, and com- 
pare them with what they were when I left. I have been complimented again and again 
for the improvement { made by the committee. When I took the management [ found 
the surface labourers’ charge was 311. per month, when I left it was only 7/. 10s. ; I found 
the carriage and whim-drawing was costing 407. per month, I got it down 7/. 10s. ; the 
kibble-filling and landing was 42/. per month, now 26/., and drawing from deeper levels ; 
smith work was 211. per month, now 16/.; the monthly cost was from 1100/. to 1200/. a 
month, when I left it was about 800/.

The adjourned general meeting of proprietors was held at the London Tavern, Bishops- 
gate, on Tuesday, Mr. Joserpu Procter in the chair. 


Mr. Brunton (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the minutes 
of the last, which were confirmed. 


The directors report was then read, as follows :— 


Your directors have great satisfaction in meeting you on the present occasion, as they 
are enabled to speak of the completion of the works essential to the progress of the mine, 
and of the discoveries made, which are giving every evidence of being mt. You 
are aware that the extended opening and deepening of the mine increased the quantity 
of water to be raised, and taxed the power of the small engine to the utmost.

The CHaikMawn then read the directors’ report for the past year, which stated that, with 
the exception of the account of the receipts and disbursements, they had not much to say 
in the shape of a detailed report, the mine having been worked only 12 months; conse- 
quently the workings had been chiefly at surface, and of a preliminary character. The 
necessary surface erections—the account-house, smiths’ shop, and carpenters’ shop—had 
been completed, and roads made ; Thomas’s, or the deep level, cleared, cut down, and tim- 
bered ; a tram-road, with iron rails, compieted to the end; and zinc air-pipes put in for 
ventilation, and now ready for further exploration. That level being driven about 180 fins., 
the accomplishment of the above work had taken considerabiy more time and expense 
than was at first anticipate’. They had also communicated that jevel with a flat or 
working known as Lioyd’s fiat, where there was a considerable body of ore ground that 
could be taken away at a moderate tribute.

Aug. 15.—Our operations at present being confined to sinking Pughe’s shaft, driving 
Paghe’s level, and sinking a new shaft apon Paghe’s level for ventilation, I bez to hand 
you my report thereon. Pughe’s shaft is sunk 7 fms., through ground consisting of beds 
of shaieand chert, with good branches of lead in the latter. Our progress of late has not 
been so rapid, in consequence of surface water from the late rains, which had to be raised 
by hand tackle, but now, having the east and west lode in the shaft, and which yicids 
god saving work, and having erected a horse-whim for drawing both water and stuff, 
we anticipate a considerable saviug in price for sinking, and our progress to he more 
satisfaccory. Pughe’s level has been extended 50 fathoms west, through ground invari- 
ably coasisting of hard beds of shale and chert, with good branches of lead. This level, 
when driven sufficientiy far, will drain Pughe’s shaft, and ultimately form a communi- 
cation: this being accomplished, the large body of ore ground now standing about the 
shaft can be wrought to advantage and leave a profit. Other important points can also 
be explored which are now inaccessible by means of water. To facilitate this object 
the new shaft has been commenced and sunk 5 fms., the ground in every particular the 
same a3 in Paghe’s level below—shale and chert. These three points I would recom- 
mend to be pushed en with all possible speed, as this communication is of vast im- 
portance. I would also recommend a trial to be made in Thomas's level, the present 
end lets out such an abundance of water, which is generally considered a good indication 
I think a small trial should be made on the north and south lode known to exist in 
the limestone.

Capt. James Ricwarps, in answer to questions from various shareholders, replied that 
he had no doubt the rise put up in the 88 was upon the same lode as thatin the6é.

The CaarrMan : It had been estimated that at the next meeting there would be a ba- 
lance against the mine of 1354/., which included the merchants’ bills, and 350/. credited 
for ores that would be sold. It was, therefore, absolutely necessary that a call should be 
made. They would have only two months’ returns against three months’ costs, whereas 
the following account would show four months’ returns against three months’ costs. As 
it was impossible to tell their future position, they had to provide only fur present wants 
Seeing that the mine was looking better, and their expenditure would be decreased, he 
should think that a call of 63. per share would provide for present requirements. 

Mr. J. Y. Watson: An impression had gone abroad that the retarus which had been 
alluded to—viz.,50 tons per month— would be made before the winze was communicated 
with that jevel. Was such the case, or did Capt. Richards estimate that he could not 
make that return until that work had been completed ? 

Capt. Rictiarps: Not until that had been completed. In that estimate he reckoned 
the returns from the whole of the mine—50 tons per month 

The accounts were passed and aliowed, and a cail of 6s, per share was then made. 

The meeting was then made special. 

The CHainMan: They were then formed into a special general meeting, for the purpose 
of submitting a proposition for altering a rule of the company. They had aii had the 
notice of the special meeting, calling attention to the proposed alteration of that ruic, and 
to pass the resolution proposed. He knew there would be much discussion upon that 
subject, and very fairly too. Now, what they proposed to do was simply to charge 6d. 
per transfer upon every transfer brought in for registration to the company ; and to pre- 
vent the operations at the mine being interfered with, it was also proposed to iimit the 
inspections at the mine to oneday in the week, between the hoursof nine and four. The 
ground upon which that resolution was put, was that a great number of inspections 
had taken place recently in East Wheal Russell, which had impeded the operations at 
the mine, which was, of course, detrimental to the interest of the whole body of the share- 
holders. Inconsequence of the increased work occasioned by the large number of trnas- 
fers, their secretary had claimed an addition of the sum allowed him for office expenses 
and time. That he (the Chairman) thought was a very proper and tangible application, 
seeing that his duties had so largely increased. It was, therefure, proposed to levy upon 
each transfer a fee of 6d. to be paid to the company. The ground upon which that reso- 
lution was proposed being, in point of fact, to make those parties who bring in transfers 
beyond an ordinary namber pay for the increase that was thereby occasioned. To bear 
out the equity and jastice of the proposal, he would present to the meeting a few details. 
From Feb. 10 to May 12 eleven persons alone out of 220 shareholders passed 699 transfers 
out of 1637; so that the meeting wouid see that 11 persons had transferred as many as 
the whole body of sharehoiders altogether. He also found that those cleven persons held, 
on May 12,109shares amongst them. From May 12 to Aug. 17 there were passed 822 
transfers, more than one-half of which were passed by those eleven persons, who held at 
the time of the meeting, on Aug. 17, 104 shares. The facts, therefore, were, that in six 
months no less than 2500 transfers had been registered, out of which eleven persons sent 
in 1100, though they held among them only 105 shares. Now there were a good many 
large holders in the mine (holding neari: 100 up to 270 shares each) who had been éo fur 
a long time, who would have to bear the additional expense arising from this extra work, 
which they had no part in creating, and each of whom would have to pay as much as,or 
considerabiy more than, the whole of these cleven persons who really caused the work. 
That was scarcely fair or just. He wished it to be distinctly understood that he did not 
make these remarks, nor had he submitted these details, in any way invidious to or 
against those gentlemen to whom he had referred; but he would ask, when these data 
were a/iduced, and when these gentiemen had not increased their relative proportion of 
holdings in the undertaking, whether there was not a reasonable ground for the proposal 
of making a 6d. transfer fee for all transfers brought in for registration? Ie must con- 
fess that it was bet a fair and legitimate request on the part of their secretary that his 
salary should be increased ; and it was only just that those gentlemen who occasioned 
the increase of business should pay some smali amount in order to repay the extra trouble 
and expense caused by those transfers. So far from being an objectionable ceuarse, he 
could bat think that it would prove to the majority an advantage as equitable as it was 
judicious.

Mr. Joan Procter, in secondiy the resolution, concel ved that the alteration of the rale 
was absolutely compulsory, on the ground that the present system of allowing transiers 
to be made without a fee was doing a positive injustice to a certain class 

Mr. Coombes: Would ask why should they, as shareholders, be compelled to pay 64 
while the brokers paid nothing? The whole body of shareholders demanded that the 
rale should be altered; even if it provedwof no advantage, he certainly could not see any 
hardship could possibly accrue. It was a positive injustice to compel shareholders to 
pay for the extra cost and trouble which were caused by an act not done by them, but 
vceasioned by those who bought aud sold. He thought the bare justice of the case de. 
manded that an alteration should be made ; and he was certainly at a loss to conceive 
low their friends, the brokers, could reasonably and fairly object to it. 

The CHaiRMaN: Do not let us discuss the question as one between brokers and share- 
holders, but as a shareholders’ question, and shareholders only.

6d. per share 
Mining, however, grew to such an extent, that brokers and shareholders themselves at- 
tended meetings and opposed it; and the very men who were supporting a Gd. fee in 
that mine were the men who attended those meetings, and opposed the fee of 2s. 64. 
being levied. The committee, indeed, might as well say to the brokers “ we won't Jet 
you job in this mine. 

The CuarrMan: [tis not so. ‘The course now proposed had been forced upon the com- 
mittee by a large body of the shareholders. He was entremely anxious to keep the ques- 
tion as purely a shareholders’ question, and it was then essentially in their hands as sue) 
It mast be discussed as among shareholders, and shareholders only. If, therefore, they, 
as shareholders, deem it expedient that the rule should be altered, they would adopt it: 
if not, they would negative it. 

Mr. P. Watson: Those eleven parties had brought their clients into the mine, and 
they could take them out in the same manner as they had brought them in. To pasy 
that resolution would be very detrimental to the mine in the market. 

Mr. PoweLt proposed that the salary of the secretary should be increased to a prop 
amount. He did not think the present salary was an ejuivalent for services ren: 

The Secretary: Phe question of the fee had been raised by a gentleman who

The CiisiamMan: The proposed registration fee of @. would enable the committee to 
increase the allowance for office expenses ; and the parties who were the cause of the 
increased work would pay the expense and trouble occasioned. 

Mr. J. Y. Watson: At the last meeting he stood alone in opposing the fee, and he 
Was as strongly opposed to it now. He was surprised that the motion should be pressed 
when the feeling was 30 strongly opposed to it. In forcing that matter great injury 
would be done to the property. He had told Mr. Murchison, at the last meeting, that if 
he (Mr. Watson) was in his position be would not accept the fee. It was very much 
better to increase his salary.

The CHatrMan: The principle of transfer fees had been discussed in the House of 
Commons, and the principle recognised 

On the question being put, 

Mr. P. Watson said, although the proposition might pass, a majority did not over- 
rule a minority in such cases. He would propose an amendment to the effect “ That the 
resolation to alter the rules, and levy a transfer fee of 6d., be not carried out.” He pro- 
posed that amendment from the conviction that the passing of the resolution would prove 
highly detrimental to the interest of the shareholders at large 

Mr. Rice: After all, the question was one of £ 8. d.--whether the market that was

The amendment being duly seconded, was put, when by a show of hands there appeared 
seven in favour of the amendment, and eight in favour of the resolution. A poll was

Mr. P. WaTSON entered 4 protest against the resolution, as did also Mr. PowELt

At the time 
the prospe:tus was pub.ished they were in possession of 4 provisional contract, both for 
Greek and Turkish emery. The company weit on satisfactorily for aconsiderable time, 
being, and still were, in possession of both contracts. After a time, however, the Greek 
Government brought proceedings in the courts of law to set aside that contract, under 
some presumed breach of the conditions. The * fortunes of war" were at variance—in 
some cases the issue being in favour of the Government, in others against it; and the 
decision in favour of the Government was the most fortunate thing that had ever be- 
fallen that company. They had, therefore, been in the possession of the emery trade for 
the past three years without paying the 22,000/. a-year, which they would have had to 
pay under the contract. The next question he had to answer was, whether one of the 
directors was or was not a holder of that contract? In the original prospectus there 
had appeared the name of one gentleman as director, who was partly a holder, 
although it stood in the name of a Turkish subject. That gentleman had never become 
a director, as he had never become asharcholder, and had, therefore, never been qualified 
for that office. In answer to other questions, he might state that a committee had been 
appointed by the shareholders to investigate the whole of the proceedings of the com- 
pany, who, he believed, were satistted with the course of management. He did think 
that an outlay of 1800/. to realise a profit of 4000/.,in any commercial business would 
be considered an undue amount, being less than 50 per cent. He did not think it an 
enormous charge, the more especially when the peculiar character of those charges were 
considered, more than half of the law charges incurred in the formation of the company 
belug included, Their agent at Athens had proved himself a very able man, inasmuch 
as if the company obtained the Greek contract it was owing to his assiduity. There 
were two distinct contracts, one of which was likely to be very profitable. Although it 
was held in the name of a Turkish subject, there existed a satisfactory declaration of 
trust. The contract would have to be renewed in the ensuing March, which could be 
done on better terms than the present contract. There was a fair probability, he 
thought, of terms being arranged with the Greck Government, as they would not be able 
to find a purchaser except in that company; and several influentia! parties had been 
applied to, all of whom thought there was a fair prospect of establishing a contract. 

Mr. Hankey saw no ground why the report should not be received and adopted. As 
all the questions had been answered satisfactorily, he would suggest that the amend- 
ment be withdrawn, and tht the report be received in the usual manner. He 
had reason to believe the directors had done, and were still doing, everything in their 
power to promote the interests of the company. As there was notangible reason for the 
amendment, he would suggest that their directors be allowed to go on tranquilly, as they 
were at present doing. in promoting the object in view—-namely, the extrication of their 
capital. His own feeling was that the directors were actuated by honest intentions, and 
guided by discretion, and he was satisfied they would do the best they could forthe gene- 
ral interest of shareholders. 

Mr. CLELAND (one of the auditors) suggested that the amendment should be with- 
drawn, as it would place the directors in considerable difficulty. He had himself gone 
through the accounts, and he was perfectly satisfied of their accuracy.

The lode is about 20 inches wide, with a branch of beautiful yellow copper 
ore, coated with grey ore, about 8 in. wide. In one place in the shaft it is 15 in. wide, 
and will average 8 inches all the length of the shaft: the piece we took down yesterday 
turned out 1% ton of copper ore.

From Jamaica we learn that mining enterprise has received a very severe 
check by the suspension of operations at the Charing Cross Mine, on account of the want 
of capital. All the efforts of the directors to raise the necessary funds for the prosecu- 
tion of the work had been fruitless. The Morning Journal says it was simply the want 
of capital which had caused the stoppage, and not any doubt as to the prospect of a good 
return, the most competent judges having declared Charing Cro3s to be as fine a mineral 
property as there is in the world. Hopes were still entertained that the working of the 
mine might be resumed, and that a fund adequate to test its full capacity might be raised 
by subscription. The usual reports appear in another coluinn. 


From Valparaiso, we learn that metals of all kinds are abundant, except 
Swedish stecl, which is wanted. For copper, purchasers offer a lower price, owing to 
late advices from England. At Colon, great excitement existed, in consequence of the 
discovery of gold in the old Indian burial places near Chiriqui Lagoon. The discovery 
was accidentally made by some of the Creoles settled in this country, who brought golden 
images from the burial places to Colda for sale. Among these images figures of the 
crocodile are frequently found. 

A valuable discovery of diamonds has lately been made at the foot of 
the Oural Mountains. One igned to Mr. R——, of Batheaston, as a specimen, 
fetched the lucky owner the enormous sum of 60,0007. There is every reason to believe 
that a mine of inexhaustible wealth has been discovered.—Court Circular.

THE COAL TRADE. 

The London Coal Market has been dull throughout the week, but prices 
have remained about the same. On Monday prices underwent no change 
whatever ; but 22 ships were at market, 14 were sold, 5 went to supply 
gas contracts, and 3 remained unsold. On Wednesday, although a larger 
number of ships (78) were at market there was little animation ; 24 ships 
were sold, 33 went to supply gas contracts, and 21 remained unsold. Yes- 
terday there was an evident inclination to a decline, but as prices were not 
forced, the quotations at the close of the day were—House coals, best, 
16s. 6d. to 17s. ; seconds, 15s. to 15s. 6d. ; Hartley’s, 13s. to 14s. ; and 
manufacturers, 12s. 3d. to 13s. 3d. 

It is reported that contracts have been passed for the delivery of 2000 
tons of coal at St. Paul de Loango, on the western coast of Africa, and 
for 3000 tons at Ascension ; to the former place the freight to be paid is 
32s. 6d., and to the latter 29s. Great complaint is made with regard to 
the immense waste of time which occurs in delivering coal at Ascension— 
a cargo sometimes lying three months before its turn to unload arrives. 
A similar nuisance exists at Gibraltar. 

In the month of July our over’ea coal trade employed no less than 
2780 vessels, of which 1251 were British, 426 French, 213 Hanoverian, 
197 Danish, 147 Norwegian, 89 Prussian, 73 Swedish, 72 American, and 
49 Hanseatic. Although there is a slight decline in the number of ships 
employed compared with the corresponding month of last year the coal 
trade cannot be considered in an unsatisfactory position. 








Co.turrY Exptosion—Verpict OF MANSLAUGHTER AGAINST A Boy. 
—At the inquest on the body of Isaac Hickman, who was killed by the recent explosion 
at Lord Ward's Colliery, near Kinswinford, it appears to have been the special duty of a 
boy named James Davies to attend to the opening and shutting of a door which had been 
placed in the mine for the purpose of ventilation. On the day of the accident he, contrary 
to the dogey’s orders to keep it open to allow a free passage for the ignitable gas toescape, 
shut it just at the critical moment when one of the workmen was about “ to let a shot 
off.” However, the shot did not go off, for the sulphur immediately ignited, there being 
no means of escape for it, and a terrible explosion resulted. All the men in the pit, as 
well as the boy Davies, were sadly burned, and Hickman died a few days afterwards. 
The jury returned a verdict of “ Manslaughter” against the boy Davies. 





Tue “Great Eastern.”’—We are informed that the negociation be- 
tween Mr. Lever, M.P., and the Great Eastern Steam-ship Company is renewed, that 
gentleman having offered further terms of the most liberal description. Our readers 
are probably aware that Mr. Lever offered to charter the Great Eastern for her frst 
voyage to America, from a safe port in Great Britain or Ireland, and to pay 20,0002. to 
the company for the trip. Immediately after this offer was made Mr. Lever paid a visit 
to Ireland, having, as we are given to understand, received an assurance from the Chair- 
man of the Great Eastern Company that nothing should be done with the vessel with- 
out giving hi:n an opportunity of negociating for her charter. On his return he has 
made another tender, offering to coal the ship, as well as to pay down 20,0007. cash, on 
the agreement being signed. The company, by accepting this offer, would be relieved 
from all expenses of commission; they have no trouble in case of a break-down of the 
machinery, and be in a position to clear a handsome nett profit without risk.

Improvep Or Cayx.—Mr. John Buchanan, Greenock, proposes an im- 
provement in conical oil cans, by which they are easily filled, yet the ofl cannot be spilt. 
The oil can is made of the form of a long narrow cone, the disharge aperture being at the 
extreme end of the cone point, where a simple hole is left or, if preferred, a gas burner 
may be inserted. The base of the cone forming the oil can consists of a dished disc of 
tinned plate soldered on. This bottem disc is concave externally, and through its centre 
there is entered a short and narrow slightly conical tube, open at both ends. This tube 
is soldered into the base disc, and when the oil can is upright on its base, it stands up to 
a little above the height or level at which it is intended that the oil should stand in the 
reservoir when newly supplied. The upper portion of the cone is surrounded by a cupped 
collar ring, so that when the can is laid down on its side it keeps the discharge end 
high enough to prevent the oil from escaping at the discharge aperture ; this cupped ring 
also serves to catch all return drip. 


Cuars ror Courtine Cranes.—Instead of making chains of single 
links, as usual, Mr. Wm. Corfield, Charlton Adam, proposes forming them in double 
links, one set being a little longer than the other, so that when any strain is applied the 
short links only receive it; but should any of the short links break, either from wear or 
other cause, the longer links then take the strain.

Mr. Reid, I believe, some years since, re- 
duced some of theres at the Arandell Copper Mine. I know not what success he 
achieved there, but I remember that at one of the meetings a member of the com- 
mittee congratulated the shareholders on the manner in which their ores could be 
utilised. I have no wish to throw any doubts on the efficacy of Mr. Reid’s process, 
but it seems that, like other inventions of this sort, it requires money to carry it oat 
effectually. We are told that they conld at Twista reduce copper ores of 1 per cent. 
to a profit ; and the late Mr. John Duncan stated there was airealy mined there staff 
to the value of 150,000/., which now remains there disregarded. It is the common 
misfortune of inventors that doubts are often throwp on the theories they propound ; 
and in several instances owing to this many useful processes are lost. If Mr. Reid 
would apply to practical people, and demonstrate to them that his method is really 
practicable, I cannot think that they would do leas than affort him a clear stage, 
where he might be enabled to teat the worth of hia invention. Capitalists are averse 
generally to join persons possessed of an inventive genius, as they are afraid that their 
money will be disbursed in skipping from one crotchet to the other. Many of the 

taken out for improvements in smelting and the reduction of ores are old, and 
many cases compiled from books which are supposed to be forgotten.

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Resuming our consideration of the Mrverar Statistics or THE Unitep 
Krxcpom For 1858, we shall now endeavour to enable our readers to form 
an idea of the relative mineral wealth of the several counties. The figures 
given in the subjoined table, although probably not absolutely exact, are 
correct enough for all practical purposes, and will, doubtless, be generally 
interesting. Coal and iron ore are the minerals of the smallest worth per 
ton, yet it appears that they alone can give the counties in which they are 

roduced a very enviable position; for example, if no mineral but coal were 
produced in the counties of Durham, Northumberland, Yorkshire, or Lan- 
cashire, the intrinsic worth at the pits’ mouth of the coal raised, calculating 
its averaging value at but 5s. per ton, would place those counties above 
Cornwall, although her numerous minerals—iron, tin, copper, lead, silver, 
zine, iron pyrites, arsenic, nickel, uranium, &c.—should be included; and 
comparing the coal of either Yorkshire or Lancashire with the copper ore 
of Cornwall, it appears that the coal-producing counties have the advantage 
in the proportion of 5 to 2. Thecoal raised in Derbyshire is equal in value 
to the tin raised in Cornwall; and Devonshire, notwithstanding the fact 
that a single mine—the Devon Great Consols—sold during the year nearly 
117,0007. of copper ore, stands but tenth on the list of mineral-producing 
counties, owing apparently to the almost absence of the carboniferous 
mineral. In the following statement the counties are arranged according 
to the aggregate amount of their mineral productions: —

Some few years since it was justly stated that England, the greatest min. 
ral-producing country in the world, had no educational establishments (o, 
the training of persons who were to be intrusted with the lives of so many 
of their workpeople, and so much of the property of their employers, |; 
was pointed out that in every other state in Europe there were institutions 
where the higher branches of knowledge were communicated to the pupils 
and in these academies both practice and theory were simultaneously av. 
quired. For a long time the necessity of such an establishment wa 
combatted in the United Kingdom, but the friends of education were me, 
with the hacknied outcry of Government interference. It was stated that 
all our mineral wealth had been developed by private enterprise, either in- 
dividually or associated ; and there was, consequently, no need of any su- 
pervision from the reigning powers. Fora considerable period no returns 
were made of any kind; and it is only within the last few years tha 
these, owing to the indefatigable labour and unwearied research of Mr, 
Rosert Hunt, have been put before the public in a complete state, ani 
this has been a task of no ordinary difficulty, opposed as some of those most 
interested are to the publication of such documents. 

The frightful and constantly recurring accidents in coal mines, caused in 
several instances by the cupidity of the proprietors, but in the majority of 
cases from the recklessness and ignorance of the men, led to the appoint- 
ment of Government Inspectors, and the supervision exercised by thew 
gentlemen has led to a great amelioration in the system of working the 
collieries in several of the districts, especially in those where the pits were 
held by small and needy proprietors. Previous to this, however, the (i- 
vernment had taken the initiative in education, by forming the Museum of 
Practical Geology, which was then held in Craig’s-court; and in connexion 
with this was the Government School of Mines, the first director being the 
late Sir Henry pe La Becue. The establishment has since obtained s 
fitter location in Jermyn-street, and has successfully pursued for sever! 
years a career of great utility ; those pupils who are dismissed from ther 
being eagerly sought after, and able to obtain lucrative employment either 
at home or abroad. It has been a matter of surprise that there have no 
been each year a greater number of matriculated students ; but it must be 
borne in mind that the expense of living in the metropolis for three-fourths 
of the year will always be considered a great drawback ; and there are 
many parents and guardians who demur to subject youth to the dissipation 
of a great city. Another objection has been urged, that it is situated 1 
distant from any of the mining localities ; but decidedly, if it is to be :n 
educational institution of the higher order, then it should be central, an! 
there can be no better site than that chosen—the capital of the empire — 
where the student can have access to the principal museums of the king- 
dom. Branch schools in conjunction with this have been established; that 
at Bristol has met with but a moderate success, while the Truroone, siti- 
ated in the metal-producing county of Cornwall, has been a complete {ail- 
ure. ‘This, however, when the experiment was first mooted, was antici- 
pated by many who knew the prejudices of the Cornish character ; ther 
rooted aversion to any change, and their dogged obstinacy in opposing 
any movement, however beneficial it might be, when it did not emanate 
from one of their own clique. The contumely with which Sir Cmazits 
Lemon’s magnificent offer was rejected had yet to be forgotten; and de- 
spite the earnest endeavours of a few enthusiasts, it was easily to be fore- 
seen that the School at Truro, opposed as it was, must succumb, as it did; 
and it may be an evil augury, but we opine there will be no change there 
until the owners and adventurers of mines set the example themselves 0! 
requiring that their agents should, in addition to their practical knowlede’, 
have such tical acquirements as will enable them to compete wil 
educated miners from other localities. Before this occurs, however, 4 rati- 
cal change must not only take place in the management of mines, but like- 
wise in the mode of ushering them into public notice. On this subject’ 
will not here further dilate, as the evils of the present system we 
known to need comment. In our last im ion a communi ths 
important subject from ‘A Mine Captain” will be seen: the ons 
he there puts forward are worthy of consideration, and we trust that ther 
will meet with the attention they merit. As the writer himself states they 
will require some modifications.

The School of 
Mechanical Engineering, with its full course on mechanical philosophy, 
the principles of machinery, the sources of mechanical power, the tele- 
f the location and construction of furnaces, engines, foundries, &c. 
he School of Chemistry, in which are imparted the principles of the 
science, as well as practice in testing, in the examination and smelting of 
ores, analysis of minerals, soils, &c. 

From this it will be secn that the knowledge imparted there is of the 
most useful and practical nature. The annual address was read by Dr. 
Aurrep L. Kennepy, the President of the Faculty; while the degrees 
were conferred by Mr. Marrnew Newxrrk, President of the Board of 
Trustees; three gentlemen receiving the degree of Bachelor ot Civil En- 
gineering—one, Mr. Grauam Branpy, of Delaware, that of Mining En- 
gineering, the subject of the thesis being ‘‘the history, mineralogical oc- 
currence, geological position, and uses of copper.” Several gentlemen 
likewise obtained honourable mention. 

Although we are no longer without Mining Schools—and that of the 
Government, whether we look to the teachers or the mode of instruction, 
will bear comparison with any either in Europe or America—yet still we 
must express an opinion that these are not adequately supported, either by 
Government or those interested in mining. ‘The annual grant afforded for 
the purpose by the House of Commons, considering the magnitude of the 
object, is ni ly in the extreme. A step in the right direction would 
be that this should be augmented to such an extent that exhibitions to the 
Government School of Mines should be awarded to the most proficient of 
the pupils from the district academies. Were the Government to set the 
example, we have no doubt but that individuals would be found, either by 
donation or by bequest, who would follow in the wake thus shown them. 
The subject is of great importance, not only in an educational but likewise 
a national point of view, and it is the interest and duty of all parties that it 
should not for a moment be disregarded, but fairly and dispassionately 








The Russian and Indian loans introduced to the British public have called 
forth much controversy as to the character of the security and its probable 
tableness. ‘The question, however, to be solved evidently is “* whether 
ndia or Russia offeis the more eligible opportunity fur investing capital 
to advantage.”” Compared with Russia, India has predominating advan- 
tages over her. India is a British dependency, and, therefore, little need 
be urged in her favour; but one fact our capitalists would do well to bear 
in mind—that our Australian colonies are the best field open for the safe 
and profitable employment of capital. The sound financial state of these 
dependencies of England, and their immense resources, prove this unmis- 
takeably ; while if we take into consideration the wide fields of enterprise 
now waiting to be developed, such as the extension of railways into the 
interior, and the great mining interests of Victoria and South Australia, 
ample indeed is the field for such purposes. Victoria is opening up her 
interior country with railway accommodation at the cost of the public 
exchequer, and the security offered, and the rate of interest guaranteed, 
are both sound and remunerative. 

If we, again, look to the gold fields, here is also ample scope for joint- 
stock enterprise, but if we extend our view to the adjoining colony of 
South Australia, where mining is more legitimately worked, where in the 
various copper mines skilled mining labour is almost exclusively employed, 
while unskilled labour is the general producer of the guld fields of Victoria, 
South Australia has urgently demanded attention to her rich and exten- 
sive copper mines, which at present are but commencing to be worked; 
and if indeed it be true, of which there would seem t+ be good evidence, 
that — exists in fabulous quantities, and only waits the introduction 
of British capital to make the mines disgorge their wealth, then certainly 
our capitalists cannot do better than, by the establishment of joint-stock 
enterprises, afford the means and opportunity of opening the riches of our 
Australian colonies, with benefit to themselves and advantage to these 
favoured climes. As to the resources generally of the several dependencies, 
and the rapid manner in which the enormous trade of each with Great 
Britain is even now yearly increasing, the Board of ‘Trade returns, in re- 
spect to the exports and imports, establish the great fact that Australia is 
now equal to British India in the amount of her imports and exports. 

And here we may allude to a subject which we think calls for the at- 
tention of the directors of the Great Ship Company. In these days of 
postal irregularities and delays, would it not be judicious and profitable to 
run the noble Great Eastern to England’s noblest and richest posses- 
sions ? Without advocating the interest of any port in Australia, but 
looking at the most central, and undoubtedly the safest and casicst of ac- 
cess at all times and seasons, we would suggest that one trip be made to 
the Gulf of St. Vincent, where, from the depth and expansion of her 
waters, perfect security would be afforded. That the London merchants 
connected with Australia would provide a full freight, and that the private 
and Government emigrants would embrace the opportunity of it, there 
can be little question ; while, if we may judge from the patriotic feeling 
displayed by these colonies, no doubt a most liberal subsidy would be 
granted by the several postal authorities, both at home and in the colonies. 
As to the freight home, no question can be raised respecting it. The large 
quantities of wool and gold, as well as of copper and copper ore, besides 
tallow, hides, &c., furnish security for a full cargo on the return voyage. 








Government Scuoor or Mines.—Mr. Charles Gould, one of the prize- 
men of this Institution, has been nominated Geological Surveyor of Tas- 
mania. It is a significant fact that all those gentlemen who have credit- 
ably passed their examination here have immediately either received 
Government appointments or lucrative private employment; thus showing 
how eager those interested are to employ persons properly instructed for 
the duties they intend to fulfil. We trust that in a few years education 
will be so diffused that the working miner and collier will be fitted for 
situations of the like importance and emolument. 





Minerat Weatu or Scortanp.—Some specimens of ore obtained 
from the neighbourhood of Loch Fyne, Argyleshire, have been submitted 
to us for inspection, and these have proved to be vitreous grey copper in 

n stone and micha schist. Judging from the samples, the ore is about 
sa width, of rich percentage, and the country in which it is imbedded 
ist hard. If existing in such quantities as will pay for legitimate 
mining, it must be a valuable property, and should be inspected by acom- 

t person with a view to its ulterior development. It has been stated 
¥ mineralogists that deposits of a like nature exist in other parts of Scot- 
land, equally as rich but not continuous; previous, therefore, to any outlay 
being made, it would be requisite that a thorough investigation should take 
en, in order to see whether this is merely an irregular deposit, or a lode 
ikely to be lasting. On this subject further information is desirable; and 
We trust that we shall be enabled to lay before our readers a more detailed 
description than that afforded by the present meagre sketch. 





Strver Mixtec iv Norway.—The accounts of the produce of the 
stamps at the Government Mines of Kongsberg for the year 1858 have 
Just been published. From the Armens Grube there have been delivered 
3879 barrels of ore, which returned 4478 marks 1 lod of silver; 556 bar- 
els of slimes, giving 6784 marks 10 lods silver, and 20} best stuff, from 
Which 10,036 marks 14 lods of silver were obtained. From Gothes in der 
Noth Grube there were sent 1862 barrels of ore; these gave 366 marks 
6 lods silver; 744 barrels.of slime, returning 848 marks 5 lods silver; and 
11-16th barrel, from which was obtained the enormous amount of 537 
marks 12 lods silver: being a produce of 21,299 marks 9 lods of silver from 
the Armens Grube, and 1722 marks 7 lods silver from the Gothes in der 
Noth Grabe, making a total of stamps work of 23,053 marks fine silver, 
which will give, calculating in round numbers, a money value of 46,106/.; 
this is independent of the ore raised which does not require dressing. A 
meeting of the Vinéren Mining Company, who have leased a portion of 
the property mrnaely bald by the Government, has been held in Chris- 
tiania. It appears that during the past year they had opencd several lodes, 
bat hitherto, owing to want of capital, they have not been able to prosecute

A MINISTER FOR MINES.—No. I. 
(PROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

In the previous communication the anomalous position of mining enter- 
prise in the United Kingdom was alluded to, and the necessity of remedy- 
ing this by a simple code of laws which should govern all was then sug- 
gested. At present we have the jurisdiction of the Stannary Court in the 
Duchy of Cornwall. There are regulations and rules for working the gales 
in the Forest of Dean, the customs of the High Peak of Derbyshire, and 
the statute law of the land, besides several other rules, which, although they 
are not enactments, in many cases have the same weight. In addition to 
these, in mineral affairs the High Court of Chancery, with its adjunct— 
the Rolls—has lately exercised a considerable jurisdiction, as the columns 
of the Mining Journal prove, there scarcely passing a week without the 
advertisement either of a winding-up or an order for shareholders to con- 
tribute towards the liquidation of the debts of the undertaking. 

Many of the mines are divided into shares which are held under the old 
Joint-Stock Companies Acts; in others the proprietorship is in a simple 
partnership. In Cornwall and Devon the Cost-book System prevails; but 
even here this is not uniform, as instead of there being but one guide, the 
rules in the several mines depend upon the deeision of the committee or 
promoters of the adventure, the proprietors, previous to taking up their 
shares, being required to abide by regulations made by them, many of 
which, in too many instances, are absurd in the highest degree. The most 
favourable form at this present time seems, however, to be that of com- 
panies under the Limited Liability Act. But as far as regards mining, 
this species of constitution appears to be the one the most incompatible 
with its interests. An instance some time since occurred of a mine which 
was thus constituted; an engine was erected, all the preparatory work exe- 
euted, a shaft sunk through dead ground,—in fact, the mine was in such 
a state of progress that it was anticipated the lode would shortly be cut, 
and the property would, if it did not pay dividends, be in a position to pay 
costs. When arrived at this favourable conjunction of affairs, it was found 
that the last call had been made. Several of the shareholders were willing 
to proceed with the adventure; the solicitor, however, was inexorable, the 
sum subscribed had been expended, and the only course they could pursue 
was to wind-up. The consequence of this was that the plant, mine, &c., 
were advertised for sale (this was without reserve), and the property passed 
into the hands of a few of the wealthiest shareholders, who reaped the be- 
nefit of the capital expended by their less fortunate co-adventurers. In 
some instances limited liability may be desirable; but in mining it seems 
dubious that in any way this can be beneficial, as it necessitates, as here 
shown, the stoppage of a promising adventure, in order to comply with the 
legal requirements of an Act of Parliament; and this is not likely to be an 
isolated instance. ‘The taking up of setts, the question of royalties, tin 
bounding in Cornwall, free mining in Derbyshire, and galing in Glouces- 
tershire, are all subjects of fruitful litigation. The laws which regulate 
these depend upon custom, and as this often varies, even where districts are 
adjacent, it will be seen that it must give rise to great confusion and 
perplexity. All these should be simplified; and this can only be effected 
by means of a department specially appointed to take cognizance of all 
matters connected with mining. 

In all continental countries where mines are worked they have a special 
code of laws; and even in Spain, which otherwise is so misgoverned, the 
regulations which there direct mining enterprise are of the most liberal and 
comprehensive nature; and a modification ot the several foreign laws— 
suited to local circumstances and conditions—now extant, grafted on the 
better portion of our own defective system, would enable us to form a sound, 
just, and eligible law. It may be argued that mineral deposits are held 
here under different aspects than in other countries, and that it would be 
dangerous to tamper with the laws of property, inheritance, &c. If this rule 
held good we should never have made any changes in the statutes of our 
Saxon ancestors, but remained satisfied with the code brought from Jut- 
land by Hengist and Horsa. All things are mutable on this earth. The 
laws of the Medes and Persians in ancient times were thought unchange- 
able; these have long since perished, and nothing but their name remains. 
We have now long had a reform in the constitution of the country; a fur- 
ther one has been promised, and, though now in abeyance, but a few months 
since was the leading question of the day. That ancient and conservative 
institution, the Corporation of London, is even submitting toreform: edu- 
cation is now stepping in to assist the miner in his onward progress. Those 
who are interested in the mineral development of Great Britain must have 
such a status as their industrial importance deserves; they ought to be ad- 
equately represented, and a responsible Minister appointed to supervise all 
things connected with mining. But previous to this taking place, a code 
of laws must be laid down which would favour none, but protect both the 
employer and the employed. 








Tae MINING anv INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS or CORNWALL. 


[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL. ] 

Ave. 11.—There have been more enquiries for shares, and an increasing 
business done, in consequence of several mines being reported in a state of 
improvement. ‘The copper standard again declined last week, and the 
various up and down movements of it since Midsummer are the subject of 
much remark. The smelters, notwithstanding their long experience, seem 
to be much puzzled as to the course they should take. In fact, there can 


no doubt that the copper trade is one that involves many difficulties in its 
management. It has, however, this very great advantage—that the smelt- 
ers can fix the prices at any time, at whatever rates they please; both to 
the producers and the consumers, and that, consequently, they are in a 
good position to do the best that can be done for themselves, 

The prices of the different sorts of tin continue firm, and an advance is 
expected, 

At West Seton meeting a dividend of 9/7. per share was declared, the 
previous dividend, in June last, having been 8/. per share. The profit on 
the two months’ working amounted to 3796/7. In the present account the 
sum of 1311/. is charged for new erections and materials ; and it appears 
from the statements of the agents that during the past twelve months 
about 5200/. has been charged in the different balance-sheets for new en- 
gines and engine-houses, and other materials and plant necessary for the 
working of the mine. The different ends in the mine are producing in the 
aggregate 20 tons of good ore per fathom ; winzes, 24 tons per fm. ; and 
stopes, 48 tuns per fm. These latter include four stopes in the back and 
bottom of the 100 east and west, each yielding on an average 11 tons per 
fm. The shares are firm at about 4007. 

Wheal Basset shares have been somewhat on the advance, as the mine 
in some parts is looking promising for improvement. East Basset shares 
are from 170/. to 175/. South Bassets are firm, many persons being of 
opinion that this mine will again become productive. The improvement 
at East Pool has caused the price of shares to still further advance ; the 
shares, however, are only 128, and very many of them are not likely to go 
into the market. Copper Hill shares are about 1007. Condurrow is look- 
ing very promising at some points. South Frances shares are from 180/. 
to 190/., and the mine is stated to be looking somewhat better. United 
Mines, 95/. and upwards. In the 220 east the Hot lode is 14 ft. wide, and 
produces 16 tons per fm., worth about 120/. ; and a winze sinking below 
the 120 yields 15 tons per fm.* Wheal Clifford is looking very well, and 
raising large quantities of ore. Grambler shares are at 607. and upwards. 
Treloweth, after trying the patience and pockets of the adventurers for 
many years, is at length promising to be a productive mine in depth ; the 
lode at the shaft is worth 607. per fm. Wheal Ellen, in the St. Agnes dis- 
trict, near Tywarnhaile, is increasing samplings, and approaching a divi- 
dend state ; the shares appear to be low, considering the prospects of the 
mine. Wheal Providence shares are from 70/. to 75/. Wheal Margery, 
10/. and upwards. 

At the Stannaries Court there was a question of some importance, which 
arose in the case of the Kit Hill Mine. There had been a decree for sale 
of the mine issued by the Court, on a petition filed by creditors ; but be- 
fore the sale was effected Lord Ashburton, who is one of the lords of the 
soil, put in a distress for two years’ arrears of what was called rent, 
amounting to 607. The grant of the sett was a mere license or authority 
to mine, in the ordinary form ; but there was a proviso that if the dues or 





materials, and machinery within the limits of the sett should be attachable 
distrainable, and saleab!e by the landlord or his agents, in as ample a man- 
ner as in respect of rack-rent in arrear to a landlord. The question then 
was (after the decision of the Court in Harvey v. Reed, in May last) 
whether, in the case of an actual distress on goods within the limits of this 
sett, the right of the landlord did or did not continue, notwithstanding po- 
session by the Court of Stannaries. In the case of Harvey v. Reed no 
actual distraint had been made. The Vice-Warden took time to consider 
his decision, which will be looked for with some interest. 

At the Cornwall Assizes, Phillip Nicholls, a farmer, and Wm. Benny, 
a labourer, were indicted for stealing 3 cwts. of tin from the Charlestown 
Smelting-works, near St. Austell, the property of Messrs. Enthoven and 
Co. This is supposed to have been one of a long series of robberies, as 
the prosecutors had lost considerable quantities of tin within the last few 
years. The prisoner Benny was employed at the smelting-works as a carter, 
and to look after the horses; and he took advantage of his means of access 
to the premises to steal the tin, which the other prisoner, Nicholls, drove 
away in a tight cart, but was pursued and overtaken. The judge sen- 
tenced Benny to imprisonment with hard labour for one year, and Nicholls 
to four years’ penal servitude. At the same Assizes, William Blackwell 
was found guilty of stealing brass belonging to the engine of Besore Mine, 
in the parish of Kenwyn, the property of Mr. Richard Greenwood and 
other adventurers. Tle mine has been suspended for some months, and 
the prisoner got into the engine-house and stole the brass, which is a kind 
of robbery that frequently takes place in Cornwall after mines have been 
suspended, and the machinery left standing. Blackwell was sentenced to 
five months’ imprisonment with hard labour; and two other prisoners, 
called Hodge and Eliza Blackwell, were sentenced to four and three months’ 
imprisonment for feloniously receiving and disposing of the brass which 
William Blackwell had stolen. 

At the Bodmin election Mr. Wyld was returned without opposition; 
the other candidate, Mr. Tremayne, having retired. Mr. Bernal Osborne 
has come forward for Liskeard in the place of Mr. R. W. Grey, appointed 
Comunissioner of Customs. Mr. B. Osborne’s return is unopposed. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Ava. 18.—The Coal Trade continues to progress satisfactorily. the de- 
mand for iron appears to have improved a little, and also the demand for 
coke is a little more animated. 
A meeting of mine delegates was held at the house of Mr. Jude, Globe 
Inn, Newcastle, to take steps for carrying out the proposed Miners’ Pro- 


vident Institute. Mr. Maddon occupied the chair. Mr. Messer moved, 
and Mr. Urwin seconded, the following resolution—‘ That this meeting is 
of opinion that the question of forming a Miners’ Provident Society having 
been discussed and made known to the miners generally, and they having 
expressed a favourable opinion in reference to the project, it is now neces- 
sary to have the rules drawn up and submitted to the men at as early a 
date as possible; and that Mr. Baxter Langley be required to prepare a 
draft of said rules, and to lay the same before an adjourned miceting of de- 
legates, to be held on Saturday, the 20th inst.”” The resolution was passed 
unanimously, and it was resolved that the miners at the various collieries 
be requested to make arrangements for mectings or lectures in their re- 
spective localities; and the provisional committee were instructed to secure 
a lecturer or deputation to explain the principles and objects of the pro- 
posed society at such meetings. 

An explosion of a kind which is far from unusual occurred 6n board a 
ship in the Wear on Saturday last. The brig Lebanon, belonging to 
Messrs. Eggleston, had loaded coals at the Pemberton Dock on Friday, 
and was bound for Cronstadt. The captain, it appears, was apprehensive 
of danger arising from the accumulation of gas, and had given orders that 
the hatches should be left open, but this order had not been attended to, 
and on Saturday the mate went into the cabin and struck a light, when 
an explosion occurred immediately, doing considerable damage to the ship, 
and injuring two men seriously, and also a boy. Those accidents are of 
frequent occourrence, and might with a little caution be prevented, simply 
by leaving the hatches open; or perhaps it might effect the purpose re- 
quired—that is, the escape of the gas as it is formed—if a few tubes were 
permanently fixed in such ships, to pass through the deck and stand a few 
feet above it: these would effectually carry off the gas and ensure safety, 
irrespective of the hatches being open or shut. 

On Monday last, a public trial of a new anchor was made, patented by 
Mr. Martin, at the south shore, Gateshead, near Hawks, Crawshay, and 
Co.’s iron-works. A commission, composed of members of the Newcastle 
Trinity House, attended on behalf of that body to witness the experiments. 
A great many nautical men and gentlemen interested in shipping were 
also present, and took deep interest in the proceedings. The anchor of 
Mr. Martin weighed 5 cwts. 1 qr. 5 lbs. Every part of it is malleable 
iron, and it has been manufactured at Messrs. Hawks, Crawshay, and Co.’s. 
It is altogether of a different construction from allother anchors. It con- 
sists of a shank, two palmed flukes, and a sector with two palms. Both 
the palmed flukes take hold of the ground at the same time, and in what- 
ever position and on whatever ground the anchor may fall. The shank 
acts independently of the flukes, and by this means facilitates the dip, 
which is very easy, notwithstanding the great holding power of the anchor. 

The first trial, which took place on Monday, was for the purpose of 
testing the relative power of Mr. Martin’s and Mr. Rogers’s anchors. 
Both are patent anchors, but Mr. Martin's has not yet been tried at sea; 
its weight, as stated above, is 5 cwts. 1 qr. 5 lbs. Mr. Rogers’s has been 
long in use, and is well known; its weight is 7 ewts. 2 qrs. 8 Ibs. It is 
out fair to Mr. Rogers’s invention to say that an improved anchor to that 
which was used on Monday, in competition with Mr. Martin’s, has been 
patented by Mr. Rogers. There {was not, however, in the neighbour- 
hood an anchor combining the newer improvements of sufficient weight 
to carry out the proposed test satisfactorily, and therefore one of the older 
anchors was used. On the other hand, it must be stated that there is ex- 
tremely little difference between Mr. Rogers’s older and newer inventions; 
and that if the newer had been used instead of the older the results which 
were produced could not have been perceptibly affected. 

The mode in which the anchors were tested was, that they were laid on 
level ground, and drawn together by a triple block, with a chain faul and 
two winches, having fly-wheels. The winches having been set in motion 
Mr. Martin’s anchor at once began to sink, and consequently to grip. By the 
time Mr. Rogers's had turned over, as it must do before it can begin to grip, 
Mr. Martin’s had obtained a firm hold of the ground. The motion of Mr. 
Martin’s gradually decreased as the anchor sank into the ground, until 1t 
came to an almost dead stand, while Mr. Rogers’s was drawn at a rapid 
rate towards it until the blocks met. The ground which each had tra- 
versed was then measured, and it was found that while Mr. Martin’s had 
been drawn about 11 feet 8 in., Mr. Rogers’s had been drawn 54 feet 9 in. 
Mr. Rogers’s, in fact, literally cut through the ground like a knife, while 
Mr. Martin’s ultimately stood immovable. This was observed in all suc- 
ceeding trials. The results of all the trials were in effect the same, and 
were most satisfactory. ‘They established most indubitably that Mr. Mar- 
tin’s anchor possesses in an immense degree a superiority over all other 
anchors in two very important points—the power of taking and of keeping 
hold of the ground. 





THE IRON anp METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON. ] 

Ave. 18.—There is a steady demand for manufactured iron, and almost 
all accounts concur in representing the trade as in an improving position. 
All the works are not in full operation, but most of them are well em- 
ployed, and at several they are decidedly busy. An order for rails for 
our North American colonies has been recently given out toa firm in 
the district. 

In the hardware trade some accounts represent the demand as quieter, 
especially in some branches of the lock trade, but in others the makers are 
busy. Where the demand is found to be rather less active the impression 
is that a few weeks will witness a renewal of activity. The demand for 
tin-plates is less brisk. : 

A serious strike has taken place amongst the chainmakers of the dis- 
trict. The principal seat of this trade is near Stourbridge and Dudley, but 
it is also carried on to a considerable extent near this town and Walsall. 
The strike is for an advance of Is. per cwt. on 4-inch chain, and for other 
sorts in proportion. The price now paid is 4s. per ewt. for this thickness 
of chain, and’ it appears to be thonght that 5 cwts. is a moderate week’s 
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the chainmaker has to pay for firing, and for a boy to blow bellows, be- 
sides finding his bellows in the first instance, and replacing them when 
worn out. It is clear, then, that the pay which these men get is low. On 
the other hand, there is the fact, admitted apparently without any percep- 
tion of how ill it tells against the men’s demand, by their own secretary, 
that the supply of labour for this class of chain exceeds the demand, and 
the further fact that the chain trade is not at all active. Men who make thick 
chains earn 10s. per day, and upwards. Of course, the manufacture of 
thick chains is much harder work than making thin ones, and the fact is 
that these thinner chains are very largely made by boys, and to a consi- 
derable extent by girls, and the competition of these youthful workers 
appears to be the real reason why the earnings for making this kind of 
chain are so low. The strike is a Union measure, and is understood to be 

rompted by the chainmakers of the North of England, who already get 

igher prices than the men here, and who intend, it is said, if the advance 
in this district is conceded, to demand an advance themselves, so as still 
to maintain their wages at a higher rate than those of this district. At 
Cradley, near Stourbridge, it is said that about 1500 men are out, and the 
strike extends over the whole of the district. Some of the men not con- 
nected with the Union are still at work at the old prices, and those on strike 
say that if the advance is yielded, they shall insist on these men being 
discharged. At one of the meetings at Cradley it was stated the funds for 
the support of those on strike were to be collected in the North of England, 
a letter being read to that effect, signed “Charles Blake,” and dated 
‘* Gateshead, Saturday Evening.” It was stated at this meeting that 16 
pairs of bellows belonging to men who had struck had been maliciously 
cut. Hitherto it has been always believed that the cutting of bellows—a 
most detestable outrage—has been the work of Union mep, the object 
being to compel non-unionists to join the Union, but these appear to be 
cases of an opposite description. The matter requires further elucidation, 
as it is almost impossible to imagine that employers would counsel such 
proceedings, or that a small minority, as the non-union men are, would 
venture upon such a course. 

In connection with this strike, 2 question of some importance has been 
raised. Messrs. Noah Hingley and Co., extensive chainmakers at Crad- 
ley, summoned several of their men for leaving their work on the 8th inst. 
without giving a proper fortnight’s notice. A Mr. Homer, the secretary 
of the Chainmakers’ Unicn, had written to the Messrs. Hingley in these 
terms :—“ Cradley Heath, July 23, 1859.—Gentlemen: I beg respect- 
fully to inform you that an advance of wages will be required by your fac- 
tory men for all chain made by them after August 6 next. The list of 
prices will be sent you in a few days.—Yours respectfully, T. Honmr.”’— 
This note was delivered to Messrs. Hingley by Homer himself, and a 
similar one had been sent to all the manufacturers in the district. It was 
contended on the part of the Messrs. Hingley that this was not a legal 
notice, inasmuch as they knew nothing of Homer, who was not even a 
chainmaker. In cross-examination, Homer said that he had authority 
from al] the men to give notice on their behalf; and with respect to the 
particular man whose case was being heard, said that a person named 
Spencer had gone to Messrs. N. Hingley’s works to see their men, but he 
(Homer) had also himself seen them all personally. The magistrates de- 
cided that this was not a legal notice, but gave Mr. John Smith, of Bir- 
mingham, who appeared for the men, a case to obtain the judgment of the 
Queen’s Bench upon the point. One of the speakers at a sabsequent 
meeting ascribed as a reason for their not themselves signing the notice 
that those who signed first would be singled out as ringleaders. They 
contend that as their employers give them notice through their clerks, they 
can give notice through Mr. Homer, their secretary. The two cases ap- 
pear, however, to differ in this—first, that in the case of the clerk his 
connection with the employer has previously been recognised by the men, 
whilst their connection with their secretary has in many cases probably 
not been known to, much less recognised by, their employers. Again, an 
indiscriminate notice on behalf of ** your factory men,’’ naming no one, 
may be held as too indefinite. On these questions. however, a superior 
tribunal will decide, the cases being adjourned for a fortnight for that pur- 
pose. It is thought by some that the masters will consent to give half the 
advance asked—6d. per cwt. The men say the harvest work and hop- 
picking will keep them from starving, and they anticipate a large demand 
in the autumn as the result of peace. 

In the case of the Messrs. Cresswell, ironmasters of Tipton, who failed 
lately, the second meeting, under the private arrangement clauses of the 
Bankruptcy Act, took place in Birmingham on Monday, when their offer 
to pay 5s. in 1. instalments, extending over two years, was finally accepted. 

The directors of the Dudley and West Bromwich Banking Company re- 
commend the usual dividend of 5s. per share for the half-year, free of in- 
come tax. The annual meeting of the Kidderminster Banking Company 
was held on Monday, and a dividend declared. The directors of the Bils- 
ston District Banking company announce the usual dividend of 5 per cent. 
for the half-year, free of income tax. 

An information laid by a common informer against Mr. Dodd, as pro- 
prietor of a colliery at Rough Hills, near this town, for violating the pro- 
visions of the 5th and 6th Vic. c. 99, by employing a lad under 15 years 
old (he was 10 years) to raise and lower men inthe shaft of a coal pit, was 
heard on Monday last, before Mr. Leigh, stipendary magistrate, and Mr. 
R. Kettle, in the Police Court in this town. It was proved that the lad 
had lowered and raised a man and boy on one occasion without anyone 
being near; and, although it was said in defence that the detendant’s son 
superintends the youth, the latter acknowledged that he had iowered this 
very person into the pit. The defendant's son, however, swore that he 
was the real proprietor of the pit, and on this ground the information was 
dismissed, but without costs. 

At Himley Colliery, on July 16, an explosion took place, whereby four 
men and two boys were severely burnt, and one boy is since dead. At 
the inquest on the body of Mr. Richard Groucott, ground bailiff to Lord 
Ward, the owner of the pit considered that the catastrophe was entirely 
attributable to a certain door being shut by 2 boy named James Davies, 
in entire opposition to the instructions he had received from the doggy. 
Mr. Longridge, the Government Inspector, concurred in this opinion. A 
verdict of ‘“‘ Manslaughter’’ was returned against Davies; although it cer- 
tainly appears unjustifiable for those connected vith the management to 
permit the pit to be in so dangerous a state that one boy’s neglect should 
be the cause of sach an explosion. 











REPORT rros YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, ayp LANCASHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD. ] 

Avovst 18.—The prospects of the Iron Trade continue to manifest a 
gradual improvement, and during the week the orders received from the 
States have been much larger than usual. There is also a better enquiry 
for iron for the colonies, but little alteration has been experienced with 
regard to the home trade. We hear very favourable accounts of the 
healthy position of business, and but few instances of underselling can be 
recorded. We may note an increased demand for railway iron and rail- 
way springs, which has now become an important branch of the Sheffield 
trade. The enquiry for Derbyshire pig-iron is steady, and prices are very 
firmly maintained. 

The Coal Trade is active, considering the season of the year, whilst the 
demand tor manufacturing purposes isincreasing. The rates are tolerably 
steady. The strike at the Thorncliffe Silkstone Colliery still exists, and 
is causing much inconvenience to the proprietary and much misery to the 
men. We would fain hope that measures will be at once taken to bring it 
to a termination ; but the men appeared so resolute, and persist so per- 
tinaceously, that mediation would be likely to have but little eftect. 

We have frequently noticed in these columns the rapid development of 
the mineral interest in Derbyshire, and we have this week to record with 

leasure the opening of a new colliery at the famous Staveley Works. 


e say famous, because there are few individual undertakings in England | 


of equal extent. Within the last eighteen months two colleries, capable 
of producing a large quantity of coals, have been sunk from the sod and 
put in actual working operation. Thi first was the New Hollingwood 
Pit, which was commenced after the catastrophe at Staveley, which re- 
sulted in the death of 12 persons. It was resolved in September last to 
sink a new pit to the Staveley top hard coal, and.this was commenced 
under the directions of Mr. Martin Seymour, a North Country gentleman, 
who was appointed colliery viewer soon after the death by accident of Mr. 
Cooper, who occupied a somewhat similar position. The working arrange- 
ments of Mr. Barrow are on a first-class scale, and as soon after the turn- 
ing of the first sod as possible a new railway of about a mile and a half in 
length was commenced at the junction of the line near the Speedwell 
Colliery. The line- was designed by Mr. F. Howard, surveyor at the 
works, and executed under his immediate superintendance by Mr. John 





Gillatt. The earthworks are slight and the gradients favourable. The 
sidings at the pit will be self-acting, both the empty and loaded wagons 
fulling onwards as required down an incline by the action of gravitation. 
A shaft, about 15 feet in diameter, has been sunk to a depth of 166 yards, 
and in the remarkably short space of about ten mouths and three weeks 
to the top hard coal. We believe the shaft is intended to be made to answer 
two purposes, drawing coals and ventilation, so that it will answer the pur- 
poses of up-cast and down-cast shaft. A level, communicating with another 
shaft, has been driven nearly up the new pit, which is called the Seymour 
Pit, and when this is brought through the ventilation will be complete. 
The shaft is lined with tubing fill within a short distance of the bottom, 
and on Moncay last the first heading was opened out. A piece of solid 
coal, measuring 12 feet, was brought to the surface, while Mr. Barrow 
invited several gentlemen on Monday connected with the coal trade and 
railways to visit the new colliery. They consisted of Mr. Jackson, M.P., 
and a partner in the Clay Cross Works; Mr. W. H. Barrow, M.P. (bro- 
ther to Mr. Barrow, of Staveley); Mr. Barrow, J.P. of Sydnope ; Mr. 
Markham, of the Midland locomotive department ; Mr. Ramsbottom, of 
the London and North-Western Railway, &e. These gentlemen, with 
some few others, proceeded by special train from the colliery railway at 
the station to the new pit, and went through these extensive works, which 
cover an area of several miles. On arriving at the pit the party inspected 
the plant and several specimens of the coal, and a very high opinion was 
expressed of its quality, judging from appearances. It was remarkably 
clean. After the plant had been examined the party re-entered the train, 
which had now attached to it a truck load of the new coal, over which 
was waving a Union Jack. The sinkers, who appeared a fine body of 
active fellows, cheered Justily as the train drove away. This description 
of coal is very scarce in Derbyshire, and as it will be valuable for steam 
purposes, the demand will no doubt be very great. It is now being tried 
as a locomotive cual. 

There is nothing new in the mines in Derbyshire. The North Derby- 
shire pumping-shaft broke on Tuesday, and the sinking was suspended. 

A monster lump of lead ore, 3 ft. in length and 1 ft. thick on the rib, 
weighing between 8 and 9 cwts., was on Monday taken from the No. 2 
level of the Peak Forest Mine. The huge mass has already been largely 
inspected by miners and others, and is pronounced to be the largest piece 
of pure metal (not having an ounce of gross matter attached to it) ever 
brought to surface within memory in Derbyshire. This company sold 
another sampling of ore on the Ist instant, amounting to 1407.

AuvG. 17.—The last few months have been particularly productive of 
mining associations at this side of the water, and every survey conducted 
by the practical geologist and mining engineer only confirms the belicf 
that Ireland is especially rich in minerals, and that former failures have 
not been owing to their want of existence, but to ignorance on the part 
of those unacquainted with the mode of working Irish minerals, also to 
mismanagement and jobbing ; but signs of vitality are again apparent 
here, and healthy action is likely to succeed the dormant state in which 
Irish mining has lain for the last few years. 

The great success in the establislmment of the Carysfort Mining Com- 
pany has been followed by similar success in the case of the Connorree 
Mining Company, to which I have been lately referring, and which, Iam 
glad to find, is progressing favourably. I have also alluded to the Giev- 
raunn Mining Company, which will command 15,0007, capital ; and this 
week I have to notice not only the projection, but I believe the ma- 
turity, of two other companies which have been swelling into large pro- 
portions, each having a capital of 50,000/., equal to that of the Carysfort 
or Connorree Companies. One is the Westport Mining Company, having 
& grant of upwards of 200,000 acres of valuable property in the county 
of Mayo, on the estates of the Earl of Sligo and Mr. W. M’Cormick, 
comprising some old mines which were abandoned in the time of the 
panic, and until this time have remained in abeyance. The establishment 
of this company is evidently owing to the series of articles which have 
lately appeared in the Mining Journal from the descriptive pen of Mr. 
George Henwood. I have seen specimens of lead ore from Mr. M‘Cor- 
mick’s property, and they are undoubtedly of the richest description. It 
is stated there are thousands gf tons equally good. 

The second is established to work mines at Crookhaven, in the South of 
Ireland. Both projects have met with greater encouragement than could 
have been expected; indeed, twelve months since such efforts would have 
been deemed hopeless. Each of the districts referred to is remote, and 
will require employment for the redundant population; and I cannot but 
hail with satisfaction this evident tendency to develope our own resources 
in preference to squandering our surplus capital in foreign schemes, by

As is usual, there was a great deal of discussion 
relative to the differences unfortunately existing between this company 
and the Midland; but, nevertheless, the mecting passed off satisfactorily, 
and the report and statement of accounts were adopted. The lust half-year 
was @ prosperous one, and the company’s affairs seem in a highly satis- 
factory conditiou. The usual dividend of 5/. per cent. per annum was de- 
clared, leaving a surplus of over 11,0007. 

The latest returns from the different establishments of the Mining Com- 
pany of Ireland are for June. The raisings were:—Copper, 418 tons; 
lead, 133 tons; Slievardargh coal, 278 tons; ditto culm, 31794 tons. 
The above returns are good. 

There have been some fluctuations in the Mining Share market during 
the past week, the principal feature being a great demand for Wicklow 
Copper Mine shares, which have risen to 483, and the tendency is still 
an advancing one.

18.—In no material respect has the condition of onr markets 
changed since last week. Trade, generally speaking, continues geod on 
the hills, and for all descriptions of iron there is a very fairenquiry. From 
Cardiff the shipments up to yesterday included 1039 tons rails, 344 tons 
bar, and 126 tons of sheet ; plates, 484 tons; bolts, and spikes, 224 tons.

A correspondence of some importance has taken place with reference to 
the Cyfarthfa lease.
